F:omthe reports of the Agricultural du- 
reau and other sources, 1 had gathered (per- 
haps through my owo misaporehension) an 
impression of promised abundance which my 
ebservations throughout the iast three days 
have strongly tended to dissipate. Briefly, the 
growing wheat Ip the South looks badly, whilt 
cotto: apd corp are very backward and not 
likely to reach ac average yield. 

Itroush New Jersey, Penneylvavia and 
Obio wiser wheat renged from fair to excel- 
leot, while a hberal breadth of outs was 
esbove-gionnd, and a large area either already 
planted or 1p a state of preparation for lodiau 
c.at; but, coon after croasiog the Ohio, a de- 
cided change became apparen. The growing 
wheat began jo look yellow and sickly; com- 
piain's of rust were frequent; and, as we came 
through Southern Tenuessee ato eg ee 
we suw field after fleld that would be a dear 
purchase at five busbels per acre, even if they 
be found worth birvesting. 

The Soutb—or at least the valley of the 
lower Mississippi—bas just emerged from 
weeks of rainy, cloudy, cuilly weather, which 
bas thrown back the piantiog and tilling of 
its crops by a full mouth. Wheat appears to 
be of secondary consideration ia Mississippi 
and Louisiana; but in Kentucky and Tennes- 
ace it is a chie: staple, and, if what is to be

THE QUESTION OF LEGITIMACY CONSIDERED. 

But were the Communal leaders (which 
they are certainly not) the greatest aud the 
best of statesmen, they would still be the ob- 
jects of cafumpy, so long as they are simply 
described as “‘insurgents.””

ORIGIN OF THE THIERS GOVERNMENT. 

What was its origin? The Government of 
the National Defense arose out of a 
street riot, the forcible invasion of a 
national Parliament, and the overthrow 
of an established Constitution, It was 
a true Government in its way, tor 
it was the only possible Government; 
bat it had not a shadow of — right. On 
the surrender of Paris this Government, or 
rather one of ite rembers, secretly and silent- 
ly made peace for the nation, and engaged to 
get that peace ratified by a National Assem.- 
diy. The elections were held by surprise, 
wiilst one-third of France wasin the nando 
of the conqueror, the capi‘al cut off from the 
country, and cousultation physically imgossi- 
ble. This is the Assembly which preteuds to 
declare itself a sovereign power, and to gov- 
ern France in perpetuity, for it recognizes no

THE COMPOSITION OF THE ASSEMBLY. 


Wbat followed was but the parody of 
national representation. An Assembly like 
thatof Versailles isa farce in France. Cut 
off by foreign invasion from the centers of 
thought and action, the active Republicans 
being broken and divided by defeat, tht peas— 
aptry were left to the guidance of landlords 
avd priests. A chamber—the most retro- 
grade, the most clerical and aristocratic, 
which France had seen for generations—ie- 
sulted. forsil specimens of ‘‘ancienne 
noblesse” emerged from their chateaux, be. 
lievers 1m the divine mght of kings, in infalli- 
bie popee—Don Qiaxotes of politics, who nad 
never been known in public before. Ordinary 
men declared that they never had found them- 
selves im such company. ‘Seven dukes,’’ 
said one cepaty, “all sitting ina row!’’ Tauey 
may seem very natural to us in England; but 
in France men of this stamp are absolutely 
impracticable, Had they been merely their 
grandfat'iers’ ghosts, they would have been 
as real a national representativun. Elect of 
the nation or not, they did not represent 
France, or the forces strongest in France, and 
they could not govern it tor an hour. 

THE FIRST ACTS OF THE ASSEMBLY. 

Thev ratified the treaty which they were 
called to sanction, and thin the task commit- 
ted tothem wasdone.

chists. If they did not proclaim the monar- 
chy, it was simply because they could not 
agrie upon the monarch.

SYCOSIS. 


A Contagious and Peculiarly Trouble 
some Disease. 
(John Jamieson, M. D., in Toronto Leader.] 
The extract published in your paper of the 
8th instant cau the public against the 
aap of contagious sycosis, or Barber’s 
‘ch, was not given a moment too soon. 
Few but pbysicians are aware how 
common this form of cutaneous disease 
already is in this and eurrounding conn- 
tries. it exists, of course, more or less in all 
great cities, but it seems to me noteworthy 
that while passing downasingle street—Fifth 
street—to-day, I noticed no fewer than five 
distinctly marked cases, two of them being 
particularly bad. nm one case the 
whitened scales and disvased skin extended 
from the chin upward by the verge of the 
whisker to the left eye, theatening to ex- 
tend tothe eyebrow and lashes. The fact 
that the active principle of the irraption is 
cryptegamous is the reason of its rapid and 
but little understood spread. Once in the 
system its cure is not perbaps difficult, bat io 
most cases demands much attention and care, 
The introduction of the smallest particle or 
follicle from a razor to the heaithiest chin wiil 
communicate the disease, because while the 
pellicle is irrated the hair is never and never 
can be cut, microscopically speaking, suffi- 
ciently close to prevent a lodgment. I differ 
from the opinion expressed in the 
article you copy in one point—where 
hot water will not properly cleanse a razor. 
The water should be boiling and the razor 
dipped for at least one minute, and thea care- 
fuliy wiped with a soft towel 
‘pe best and most effective ~ is, of 
course, to keep a private razor and all other 
necessaries for shaving. The fact, however, 
is that this fe but rarely done, and our barbers’ 
shope are, therefore, a very hot~-bed ofa puin- 
fuland disgus ing cutaneous disease. I might 
acd that, in ita worst form, tne barber’s itch 
epreads to the arm-pits, and then becomes al- 
most 1utolerable.

The indecision of the 
committee, the delay of Dawson to retire, 
the secrecy of the proceedings, the failure 
to publish the second ballot,jthe circum- 
stances surrounding the taking of the bal- 
lot, and, above all, the novel scheme by 
which our councils are to be divided and 
our harmony interrupted, letting out the 
office of Register to be scuffied for and got 
by the most energetic and artful log-roller 
all these circumstances furnish material 
for suspicion and complaint. 

The Executive Committee, as honorable 
men, can not afford to lie under a load of 
censure which they will find universal and 
intolerable. They have made a. mustake. 
That they have not erred intentionally, or 
meant to do any willful wrong, we are 
willing toconcede. It is impossible to be- 
lieve that such men would make such a 
sacrifice to serve apy private in.

effect, It wrought the desolation intend- 
ed. It produced wide-spread poverty. 

It made paupers of thousands of people 
and freemen of millions of slaves. Its 
work 1s done and it has passed out of 
existence as a living or even a possible 
issue. No one proposes to disturbit. No 
one proposes to rescind it. 

And why not? It was iniquitous in its 
nurpose, 1t was illegal in its mode of in- 
corporation, it was destructive in its con- 
sequences, The Democratic party resist- 
ed it to the last. No honest man will 
ever admit that it wae not all we say of 
it. Why do we not agitate for its 
repeal? Why do we not clam- 
or tor the reimbursement of the whites or 
the re-enslavement of the blacks? If there 
is any reason in our holding out against 
the Fourteenth amendment, the objec- 
tionable, proscriptive clause of which can 
be reached by an ordinary act of Con- 
gress, or against the Fifteenth amendment, 
whose measure of suffrage could not be 
reached even by its repeal, because negro 
suffrage has been conferred by most of the 
State Constitutions, why should we not go 
to the root of the matter and advocate the 
overthrow ot the Thirteenth amendment ? 

The reason is obvious. The overthrow 
of the Thirteenth amendment would in 
volve a gigantic revolution. That revo- 
lution would not restore the value of their 
lost property to the rightful owners, and 
would work calamitous injustice to the 
emancipated negroes, including thousands 
of children born within the last six years. 
Ina word, it would do no good, and 
infinite harm; and would prove, in every 
respect, thoroughly impracticable. So no 
one proposes it. The most ultra of the 
Bourbons accept the most obnoxious of 
the Radical amendments. Why should 
Mr. C. E. Boy.e squirm at others which 
are equally unreachable and infinitely less 
objectionable ? 

The moment a current measure becomes 
a part of the law of the land it ceases to be 
a party question, and allegiance to the ob- 
ligation it implies is not an act of stulti- 
fication on the part of those who opposed 
it in its controversial shape. We opposed 
the Fourteenth and Fifteenth amendments 
quite as earnestly and quite as honestly as 
Mr. C. E. Borie. Our opposition did not 
cease until each in its turn became an arti- 
cle of the Federal Constitution. Then it 
ceased. We are constantly invoking the 
protection of that Constitution; and we 
cannot place ourselyes in the ab- 
surd and illogical and wholly 
unpractical attitude ot pick- 
ing out portions of it for assent and re- 
jecting other portions.

They were wont to declare that it 
cost less blood than an ordinary battle and 
produced greater and better consequences; 
that it tore up and cast down that which 
was rotten from top to bottom; that it 
swept away a fabric which the genius of 
ruin could only reach; that it did what the 
conservative and orderly hand of a mod- 
erate statesmanship could not have done, 
pouring a devastating lava-tide over the 
splendors and glories of a baleful despot- 
ism, only to be cooled and hardened into 
the rich incrustation of a civilized and 
beneficent system of civil laws and do- 
mestic economy. Considerig the results 
of the original outbreak, the long and 
bloody series of Napoleonic wars, the long 
and bloody series of dynastic conflicts, the 
Jong and bloody series of insurrections, the 
second upheaving in 1848, the coup delat in 
*51, the empire, its rise and fall, and the final 
collapse of the genius of progress and lib- 
eralism in the Commune, considering the 
mild and enlightened character of Lours 
PuUurrre, considering the grand, peace- 
ful’and secure government of Lovrs Na- 
POLEON, one is led to doubt the pretensions 
put torward in behalf of the liberalizing 
and ennobling tendencies of French revo- 
lutions at least. 

Has revolution done good or ill for 
France? Is the sum of the revolutions of 
the last cighty years a sign ot promise and 
of hope? What was gained by Christen- 
dom in the overthrow of the old regime and 
the erection of a new one even more ar- 
bitrary and despotic? In what did liberty 
gain by substituting the democratic im- 
perialism of NaproL#on tor the frightful 
anarchy of the reds? Are the people of 
France capable of appreciating, of under- 
standing, of preserving that which is 
worth appreciating, understanding and 
preserving? It is true that the French are 
a recuperative people. The desecrated 


in Washington they take it that way. 


shrines may be rebuilt. The ruined edi- 
fices may be repaired. The desolated 
Jandmarks may be replaced. The waste 
may once moré rise up magnificent from 
the ashes of the volcanic irruption that 
produced it. But to whose profit and to 
what end but future revolutions and future 
wars, repeating the disgracetul and heart- 
sickening features of those we have read 
of and that which we are now beholding? 

Experience does not entitle us to hope 
that this explosion will fertilize thé soil it 
has devastated. It entitles us to fear that 
the glory of Paris has departed; that it has 
bad its day; that it must give place to a 
rival; that civilization, which made its 
home there so long, will begin to seek, 
and will surely @nd, a new capital, It 
may be Berlin, or it may be Florence, 
Who knows but the genius of modern en- 
terprise and culture will cross the geas and

The 
rigid economy of the King had degener- 
ated into a niggardly parsimony in respect 
to everytlung else except his army. And 
the discipline oi the army thus formed was 
undoubtedly extraordinary. The house- 
hold troops of the Austrian, English and 
even the French capital appeared as but 
an awkward squad when compared with 
them. The King loved his troops as a 
miser would his gold; and consequently 
avoided war where 80 many ol 
them would of necessity be sacrificed. 
But he was succeeded by Frepericx his 
sop; surnamed the Great, who had no 
such tenderness for the lives of these 
gilded toys. Schooled under the savage 
rigor of his father’s discipline, who was 
most brutal and despotic in his own 
house, he succeeded to the command of 
this noble army of men, and was prepared 
to contmue the severe role of his father, 
to which he always had been a 
suffering victum. With these troops 
he won victories and with 
them came the honor of being regarded 
the first soldier of the age in which he 
lived. There is but little doubt that the 
present WILLIAM owes his late victories 
to those two illustrious predecessors. 

It is said of RomvLvs that alter his death 
hesent an order to the Romans, command- 
jong that they should attend to arms, 
assunpg them that they would then 
become the greatest nation of the world. 
The example of the two FREVERICKS 
seems to have performed the same kind 
office for Prussia. True, she suffered decteat 
before the irresistible arms of the first 
NAPOLEON; but he was one of the prodi- 
gies of nature, and it is hardly tair to 


extraordimary genius as sufficient to over- 
turn a course of reasoning which would 
otherwise be complete and conclusive. 
The causes aasigned are undoubtedly 
the causes which have produced the won- 
derful events of the past few months. 
The present powerful military organiza- 
tion is composed of the armed men who 
sprung from the bydra’s teeth sown by 
FREDERICK WILLIAM. This is, after all, 
the secret of the military power of a 
nation. It requires time and care, but the 
fruits of such patient labor will ultimately 
be reaped. A pation must be disciplined 
and educated to arms. “Above all for 
empire and greatness,” says Bacon, “it 
importeth most that a nation do 
profess arms as their principal 
honor, study and occupation.” He 
furtber on adds that “no nation 
which doth not directly profess arms may 
look to have greatness fall into their 
mouths; and on the other side, it isa most 
certain oracle of time that those States that 
continue long in that profession do won- 
ders; and those that have professed arms 
but for an age have notwithstanding 
commonly attained that greatness in that 
age which maintained them long after, 
when their profession and exercise of arms 
had grown to decay.” How strikiugly 
does this apply to France. She is undoubt- 
edly one of those nations that “pro- 
fessed arms but tor an age,’ and which 
has gaived a greatness thereby, that 
maintained her “long after, when her pro. 
fession ot arms had grown to decay.” « It 
is still more strikingly true of Spain. The 
shadow of a great pame has often repelled 
the approach even of the reckless and 
daring. And we may justly suppose that 
the present military prowess of Prussia 
will survive many ages—perhaps until 
the entire Eastern hemisphere shall 
be divided between her and her 
more powerlul neighbor, Russia.. The 
struggle for dominion over one-half of the 
globe may some day. take place between 
these two powers; and should this ever 
occur, the one which professes arms as her 
“pmncipal honor, study and occupation,’ 
and which will thus lay the surest founda- 
tion for future greatness, will rise victo- 
rious from the red deluge.
